Hongkong has suffered a sad re- 
Japse from thrée and a half years 
ayo when the Colony was at the 
point of becoming what ts popularly 
known as the "Clapham Junctlon"” 
of ‘the ‘Far East. Pan-American, 
CN.A.C.,: Imperial Airways,- South 
Western Aviution and Air France 


| were on regular schedules which pro- 


inised {o extend their already far 
reuching Ines to every part of the 
world.

routes which had increased through 
the yeurs to make this port ‘the 
busiest in the Far East.
